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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or fairly suggest (taken in combination with the other claimed features) a 
capacitor that is adapted to be mounted on a substrate wherein when said n first 
external terminals are connected to the substrate, said m electrode plates of said 
capacitor are orientated perpendicular to the substrate and wherein a height of the 
capacitor above the substrate is greater than the width of the capacitor (claims 1 and all 
that depends on claim 1 ); said m electrode plates of the first capacitor are oriented 
perpendicular to the substrate (claim 9); the inductor is connected to even ones of said 
n first external terminals; wherein an output terminal is connected to even ones of the n 
first external terminals; and wherein a reference voltage is connected to odd ones of the 
n first external terminals (claims 18 and all that depends on 18); wherein said n first 
external terminals are connected to the substrate, said m electrode plates of the first 
capacitor are orientated perpendicular to the substrate (claims 24 and all that depends 
of claim 24); said m electrode plates of said first capacitor are oriented perpendicular to 
the substrate (claim 33); said inductor is connected to even ones of said n first external 
terminals; wherein an output terminal is connected to even ones of the n first external 
terminals; and wherein a reference voltage is connected to odd ones of the n first 
external terminals (claims 37 and all that depend on 37); wherein when said n first 
terminals are connected to the substrate, said m electrode plates of said first capacitor 
are oriented perpendicular to the substrate (claims 41 and all that depend on claim 41 ); 
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said electrode plates of the first capacitor are oriented perpendicular to the substrate 
(claim 52); said x electrode plates of said first capacitor are oriented perpendicular to 
the substrate (claims 54 and all that depend on claim 54); and wherein said n first 
external terminals are connected to the first capacitor, said m electrode plats of the first 
capacitor are oriented perpendicular to the substrate (claims 61 and all that depend on 
claim 61).
